The red carpets are out, the 
Hollywood stars are on their 
way, and there’s a real buzz 
around town as the Atlantic 
Film Festival kicks off Thurs¬ 
day night. 

The 33rd annual event 
runs until Sept. 19, and exec¬ 
utive director Wayne Carter 
said ticket sales are “really, 
really good” for the 180 film 
screenings.

HRM’s auditor general says 
Halifax regional council and 
Metro Transit need to make a 
philosophical decision about 
the kind of system they want 
in HRM before making chan¬ 
ges to that system. 

“Do we want it to be social, 


which becomes heavily subsid¬ 
ized with lots of routes?” said 
Lany Munroe Wednesday. “Or 
do we want it to become more 
businesslike, which is taking 
it in the opposite direction?” 

Munroe delivered a review 
of Metro Transit’s systems to 
the city’s audit and finance 
committee, highlighting a 
lack of timely and accurate 
information about ridership 
and the true costs of provid¬ 
ing service — information 
that will be key to reshaping 
the service. 

Currently, Metro Tran¬ 
sit measures ridership via a 
manual count once a year. 
Munroe said investing in 
new technology would im¬ 
prove the accuracy of those 
figures, and provide informa-

tion about specific routes and 
stops. 

“The data is going to help 
us understand the routes, the 
demographics on the routes,” 
he said. “Right now, we talk 
about what the cost recoveiy 
is on a route, but we can’t get 
at what the ridership on that 
route is, or what the revenue 
is.” 

The review showed that 
ridership remained stagnant 
or fell slightly from 2009-10 


to 2012-13, while the subsidy 
per rider climbed from $1.44 
to $2.30. Cost recoveries, not 
including amortization or 
depreciation, fell from 53 to 
39 per cent. 

Both Munroe and Metro 
Transit director Eddie Robar 
said most of the issues raised 
in the review are already on 
Metro Transit’s radar. 

“We’ve done a lot of analy¬ 
sis on our routes and where 
we want to go and what our 
issues are,” said Robar. “So 
(the review) is just an affirma¬ 
tion of all the work Metro 
Transit employees have been 
doing over the last year.” 

Munroe made 11 recom¬ 
mendations, all of which were 
accepted by CAO Richard 
Butts.

A tender for automated 
vehicle location (AVL) systems 
closes Friday, and Robar said 
the contract should be awarded 
in late October. 

It’s the first step in a $35-mil- 


lion plan to upgrade technol¬ 
ogy on buses. 

“Phase 1 is the AVL system 
— that gives us a good base to 
build our smart-card systems 
on top of,” said Robar. “Phase 2 
would be fare-box technology, 
which would be fare technol¬ 
ogy that we can get stop-level 
information from.” 

Although the entire plan 


will take up to three and a half 
years to implement, Robar said, 
new and more accurate data 
will be coming within a year. 

“The AVL system is going to 
give us a lot of information on 
schedule adherence, service re¬ 
liability, all of that,” he said. 

A second key piece of re¬ 
shaping Metro Transit will 
come from the public-consul¬ 


tation sessions currently under¬ 
way. 

“What we’re looking for is 
those questions of should we 
be focused on ridership ... or 
really connecting those com¬ 
munities,” he said. “That will be 
a guiding principle on how we 
do our route design and imple¬ 
mentations into the future.”

Parties set themselves 
apart with duelling 
platforms on budget 


Nova Scotia’s opposition 
parties have set themselves 
apart on the harmonized 
sales tax, with the Liberals 
saying they would try to 
reduce it depending on rev¬ 
enue flow while the Tories 
are promising to do so un¬ 
conditionally. 

The parties released their 
election platforms Wednes¬ 
day, nearly one full week 
into the Oct. 8 campaign. 

Liberal Leader Stephen 
McNeil said he would only 
cut the HST if the prov¬ 
ince reaches surpluses that 
would make up for the lost 
revenue, meaning each per¬ 
centage point cut in the tax 
would require $190 million 
in the black. McNeil said he 
would amend if necessary 
a law the NDP government 
passed that requires one 
percentage point cuts to the 
HST in 2014 and 2015. The 
tax stands at 15 per cent. 

“Our plan is very reason¬ 
able,” McNeil said at a com¬ 
munity centre in Halifax. 
“It’s prudent.” 

Last month, the govern¬ 
ment said it was projecting 
a surplus of $18.3 million 
for this fiscal year. McNeil 
doubts the forecast and said 
he would conduct an audit 
of the province’s finances if

he were to win the election. 

The Liberal platform 
promises measures the 
party estimates will cost 
$46.7 million annually over 
three years. The commit¬ 
ments include no increases 
to personal and corporate 
taxes, a promise to restore 
$65 million McNeil says the 
NDP have cut from Educa¬ 
tion, and a classroom cap 
of 20 students for Primary 
to Grade 2 classes and a cap 
of 25 students for grades 3 
to 6. 

McNeil said his party 
would also reduce depart¬ 
mental spending except 
for Health and Education 
by one per cent annually, a 
cut he says would save Nova 
Scotia $28 million over 
three years. He is also prom¬ 
ising to slash the number 
of health boards from 10 to 
two in a move he estimates 
would result in $13 million 
in savings. 

The Progressive Con¬ 
servatives are also promis¬ 
ing to rein in public-sector 
spending. The party, which 
released its platform ear¬ 
lier in the day, says it would 
reduce the size of the civil 
service by 10 per cent and 
cut the number of health 
boards to three. 

The document also prom¬ 
ises to reduce the HST to 
13 per cent regardless of 
the province’s fiscal health, 
though Tory Leader Jamie 
Baillie said he would bal¬ 
ance the books for the next 
four years. 

Baillie also said a Con¬ 
servative government would 
freeze electricity rates for 
five years. 

“No more hikes, no more 
electric shock when you 
open your power bills every 
January,” he told a news 
conference in Halifax.

“The main thing will be 
a rainfall threat from this,” 


said Chris Fogarty Wednes¬ 
day. “Where that axis of 
heaviest rain ends up lying 
will be something we’ll get 
a better idea of (Thursday).” 

The seventh named 
storm of the hurricane 
season is expected to meet 
up with a front moving in 
from New Brunswick, and 


will begin impacting the 
Maritimes late Thursday 
night. 

“When we get these 
fronts merging with the 
post-tropical remnants, you 
can really get some serious 
rain out of that,” he said. 
“So we want to make sure 
people are at least aware of 


that potential.” 

The first hurricane of 
the season has formed in 
the tropics, but Fogarty 
said Humberto won’t have 
an impact on the Mari¬ 
times. 

It’s only about the sev¬ 
enth or eighth time in the 
last 150 years that the first 


hurricane has formed so 
late in the season. 

“The water’s amply 
warm, but there was a lot 
of dry air in the tropics that 
came from Africa,” said Fo¬ 
garty. “Like baking a cake, 
if you’re missing one in¬ 
gredient, it’s not going to

‘An elephant in the 
room’.

Sawsan Jabri and Osama 
Siblani share Middle Eastern 
roots and the American dream. 
They also represent dissension 
among Arab-Americans over 
Syria’s civil war and ideologic¬ 
al, political and regional differ¬ 
ences. 

Jabri, a doctor from Syria, 
teaches microbiology. Siblani 
came from Lebanon to be an 
engineer and publishes the in¬ 
fluential Arab-American News. 

Each speaks for opposing 
camps. Jabri is a spokeswoman 
for the Syrian Expatriates Or¬ 
ganization, a lobbying and 
fundraising group that staged 
rallies in support of the U.S. 
backing rebels in Syria’s civil 
war. Siblani has opposed U.S. 
intervention through counter¬ 
demonstrations and the opin¬ 
ion pages of his newspaper. 

When it comes to Syria, 
Siblani says, there’s little room 
for agreement. 

“I have been in this busi¬ 
ness for 29 years,” he said. 
“I have never seen the com¬ 
munity divided as much as 
we are divided today.... It is an 
elephant in the room all the 
time.” 

Siblani and Jabri agree that 
Syria has divided the U.S. Arab 
community despite a histoiy of 
coexistence among religions, 
Islamic sects or countries. 


A long history 


Positions on Syria have 
highlighted Arab ties to the 
U.S. that date back more than 
a century, when immigrants 
from the Arab world started 
arriving en masse. 


• They originally came from 
what today are known as 
Syria, Lebanon, Jordan, 
Israel or the Palestinian 
territories but then was 
Ottoman-controlled Syria. 


• The Syrian community in 
the U.S. is estimated to 
be about 150,000 people, 
but the number could be 
much higher if it reflected 
all those who trace their 
roots to early 20 th-century 
Greater Syria. 


“I don’t know what’s hap¬ 
pened — people became more 
into everyone’s identity,” 
said Jabri, who contends that 
Assad’s regime has used chem¬ 
ical weapons numerous times 
and he should be toppled and 
prosecuted. “The separation is 
not working in our direction.” 

Some of the rising tension 
reflects what’s happening in 
community members’ home¬ 
lands. Lebanon and Syria share 
a complicated histoiy and a 
web of political and sectarian 
ties and rivalries, and Syria’s 
civil war next door has intensi¬ 
fied divisions. 

“The situation gets veiy 
tense when you tiy to say 
who is responsible for what,” 
Siblani said.

A powerful car bomb explod¬ 
ed Wednesday near Libya’s 
Foreign Ministiy building in 
the heart of Benghazi, exactly 
one year after the attack there 
that killed the U.S. ambas¬ 
sador and three other Amer¬ 
icans.

Shooter won’t get out 
of prison for 40 years 



Security guard 
killings. Sentence 
based on 2011 law 
that allows consecutive 
parole terms for 
multiple murders 


A judge has sentenced an 
armoured-car guard who 
gunned down four of his 
crewmates during a robbery 
to life in prison with no par¬ 
ole for at least 40 years. 

Justice John Roolce accepted 
a joint submission from the 
Crown and Travis Baumgart¬ 
ner’s defence lawyer. 

The sentence is based on 
a federal law passed in 2011 
that allows consecutive par¬ 
ole terms in cases involving 
multiple murders. The Crown 
has called it a first for Canada 
and the toughest sentence for 
a crime since the countiy’s 


last execution in 1962. 

Baumgartner, 22, pleaded 
guilty earlier this week to one 
count of first-degree murder, 
two counts of second-degree 
murder and a charge of at¬ 
tempted murder. 

He shot his fellow guards 


during a routine night shift 
reloading bank machines at 
the University of Alberta in 
June 2012. 

Court heard that Baumgart¬ 
ner was in debt after buying a 
new truck, owed friends money 
and had fought with his mother 


about paying rent in the hours 
before the shooting. 

Roolce said Baumgartner 
could simply have taken the 
money and run rather than 
leaving three people dead and 
a fourth seriously wounded.

I was a late convert to smartphones, and like 
most late converts to anything I quickly be¬ 
came a fundamentalist zealot. 

Before, I scoffed at people who wouldn’t 
look away from their screens for anything 
short of a fresh bullet wound. Now I know you 
can get valuable information from the tourni¬ 
quet app, improve the look of that wound using 
Instagram, or ask, “Siri, what it’s all about?” as 
you die. 

Whether I’m texting with people miles 
away while sitting across a dinner table from 
friends, or checking the weather while walk¬ 
ing outside, my phone does all the things I 
didn’t even know needed doing. 

And this week the most iConic of all smart¬ 
phones released the details of its latest iTerations. (i’M good at 
this.) The iPhone has not one but two new versions coming out 
soon, which means there’ll be twice as many people standing in 
lines the morning of their release, just in case Apple only de-

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cides to make a few hundred. 

To commemorate this once-in-a-while 
event, here’s a brief history ofthe iPhone to 
read as you queue: 

1993: Apple releases its first personal digital 
assistant, the Newton, a technology that leads 
to one good Simpsons joke, and nothing else. 
However, the device’s inability to tell what the 
user is actually trying to write is later used in 
the iPhones’ autocorrect feature. 

1990 s: Apple CEO Steve Jobs, thinking about 
his legacy, works on being an inspiration to the 
world and an a- to everyone he knows, leaving 
no time for the smartphone until 14 years later. 

2007: Jobs unveils the very first iPhone. Its 
two-inch screen sits on a frame roughly the size 
of a tennis court, and its processor can do an amazing 14 calcu¬ 
lations a minute. Its 2,700 vacuum tubes can only be purchased 
from the Apple Store. 

2008: The iPhone 3G includes a phone that runs on a pre¬ 


historic bird who chisels the images into a blank slate. The talk¬ 
ing technology predates Siri, but doesn’t catch on because of its 
corny one-liners. 

2010: The iPhone 4 sends everything you do on it directly to 
the Oval Office. Apple is totally transparent about it, but no¬ 
body notices until three years later because it’s written in one of 
those Terms of Agreement things and everybody skips to the ac¬ 
cept button. 

2011 : Jobs uploads himself to the iCloud.

Men with 
menopause? 

Yep, it’s a thing 

The ads tout testosterone 
treatments for “lowT,” but 
surprising new research 
shows a different hormone 
may play a role in less sex 
drive and more fat as men 
age. Estrogen — the female 
hormone — is needed by 
men, too, and the study 
gives the first clear evidence 
that too little of it can cause 
certain “male menopause” 


symptoms. 

“A lot of things we think 
are due to testosterone defi¬ 
ciency are actually related to 
the estrogen deficiency that 
accompanies it,” said Dr. Joel 
Finkelstein of Massachusetts 
General Hospital. He led the 
study. 

Testosterone is the main 
male sex hormone. Men’s 
bodies convert some of it 
into estrogen, and levels of 
both decline with age. Until 
now, there was no way to 
tell which hormone was 
responsible for complaints of 
diminished libido, strength 
and energy, the associated press

She has lived in Toronto 
longer than her native Hali¬ 
fax, however internationally 
renowned jazz singer Holly 
Cole is elated to be coming 
back for her first hometown 
performance in five years. 

Joined by her quintet, Cole 
is set to play the Spatz The¬ 
atre on Friday night. 

Though her successful 
career has taken her around 
the world, including finding 
great success in Japan, she 
“dreams of moving back to 
Halifax.” 

“It’s amazing to come 
home and play crowds that 
are always so energized and 
excited about music,” Cole 
said. “Nova Scotia has such a 
histoiy of great musicians — 
in particular so many female 
vocalists.” 

Present company includ¬ 
ed, Cole’s career began in

Vampire Weekend lyrics have 
always read a bit like witty Tri- 
pAdvisor entries. Location is 
an essential part of the experi¬ 
ence, whether it be the Cape 
Cod Kwassa Kwassa of their self- 
titled debut or the California 
English of 2010’s Contra. 

The band’s latest release, 
Modem Vampires of the City 
throws in more geographical 
references than the first two 
albums combined. Anchor¬ 
age, Oakland, Dar es Salaam, 
Providence, Phoenix and Santa 
Barbara all get lip service. Even 
though that could give the im¬ 
pression that the album is lit¬ 
erally all over the map, the titu¬ 
lar “City” they reference most 
is New York, and the collection 
of songs is possibly the band’s 
most cohesive effort to date. 

“On the first album, all of 
the places that I name checked 
in Cape Cod were places that I 
actually had been, albeit some¬ 
what briefly,” says singer Ezra 
Koenig. 

He is sitting in a cafe down 
the street from his apartment 
on the Lower East Side. For 
a guy who sings with a band 


whose last two albums went 
to No. 1, he is comfortably 
anonymous in his neighbour¬ 
hood. Only one passerby seems 
to slip into an “I know that guy 
from somewhere” expression. 

“On the song Step on this 
album, there is a lot of name 
checking,” Koenig continues, 
“and I’ve never been to some¬ 
place like Dar es Salaam, but 
part of that song is about some¬ 
body who in the beginning is 
talking about how they were 
going all of these different 
places, but really back at home 
is where they really have to fig¬ 
ure things out.” 

It seems like Koenig spent 
a lot of time at home figuring 
things out. The theme of mor¬ 
tality is persistent throughout 
Modem Vampires with a lot 
of breath spent on uncertainty 
about what may be next, after 
this album and after this life. 
He says he feels like reflecting 
in this manner is almost a rite 
of passage for a band between 
albums two and three. 

“Whether you’re in col¬ 
lege or in your early 20s doing 
whatever, there’s a sense that 
it’s an eternal springtime. And

Koenig’s aim. He says his goal 
isn't to have the most recent 
album be everybody’s favourite 
Vampire Weekend album, just 
somebody’s favourite. “That's 
the hardest thing to pull off: 
Sometimes everybody likes the 
first album the best, a handful 
of people like the second album 


that’s also tme for a band that’s 
making their first album. So we 
had that threefold: A bunch of 
young cats, fresh out of college, 
suddenly people have interest 
in our band,” he says, reminis¬ 
cing about Vampire Weekend’s 
beginnings at Columbia Univer¬ 
sity. 

“Then when you do some¬ 
thing a second time it’s still 
exciting, and you’re building 
and you start to get to the third 
time, and unless you’re a total 
craven careerist, you’re going 
to pause a little bit and be like, 
‘OK, so we’re doing this for a 
third time. We’re now five or 
six years older than when we 
started. Is this just a job? Are 
we just banging out products 
of vaiying degrees of quality, 
based on an initial template? Or 
are we trying to do something 
different?”’ 

He and songwriting cohort 
Rostam Batmanglij spent the 
better part of a year — writing 
songs and recording songs at 
Batmanglij’s apartment under 
the Manhattan Bridge Over¬ 
pass — making sure they were 
trying to do something differ¬ 
ent, and succeeding.

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Engaged John eager to become stuff of Legend 



Q&A. R&B crooner John 
Legend talks about 
his new album, his 
upcoming wedding, 
Kanye West, achieving 
world recognition and 
the war in Syria 


John Legend has one more 
thing to do before launching 
his fall tour: get married. The 
34-year-old R&B singer is en¬ 
gaged to 27-year-old model 
Chrissy Teigen, the subject of 
most of the romantic songs 
that make up his new album, 
Love in the Future, released 
last week. 

The wedding will be some 
time before he kicks off his 
tour Oct. 20 in Mashantuclcet, 
Conn., and marks a turning 
point for the piano-playing 
crooner, who since 2004’s Get 
Lifted has been crafting songs 
about hook-ups, cheating and 
heartbreak as well as long-term 
commitment. 

Appropriately, the nine¬ 
time Grammy winner’s latest 
takes an overall more optimis¬ 
tic perspective on affairs of the 


heart, so much so that he says 
he’s already considering how 
married life will affect his writ¬ 
ing: “My fans probably don’t 
want to listen to eveiything be¬ 
ing awesome all the time.” 

Legend reconnected with 
longtime collaborator Kanye 
West for his fourth solo al¬ 
bum, which includes hip-hop 
drum patterns and moments 
of humour the singer credits 


to West. Legend recently sat 
down with The Associated 
Press to talk about fame, stabil¬ 
ity, wedding plans and inter¬ 
national policy. 

Your fiancee is very witty on 
Twitter, and you slide some 
jokes into many of your songs. 
How important is humour to 
you? 

Chrissy is hilarious and I’m 


a big comedy fan. We go to 
comedy clubs.... I wish I was 
funnier myself.... I surround 
myself with people who are 
different from me. Obviously, 
people always ask me, “How 
are you and Chrissy together?” 
And then people also ask me, 
“How are you and Kanye work¬ 
ing together for so many years 
because you’re so different?” 
But I think I gravitate toward 


people that are a little more 
outrageous than I am. And we 
complement each other well. 

Do you want Kanye-level fame? 

I want Kanye-level success. I 
don’t think I’m craving any 
more fame. But success and 
being recognized for mak¬ 
ing great work all around 
the world, I think it’s a great 
thing. 

What’s your vision for your 
wedding? What do you want 
from it? 

I’m excited to get married, but 
I look at it as just a fun party 
where I want my friends to 
have a great time.... I guess we 
should look good, too, so the 
pictures come out nice. But 
other than that, I feel like it’s 
no pressure. 

Some songwriters make their 
best music when they’re not in 
a stable relationship. It can also 
go the other way. Is that some¬ 
thing you’ve thought about? 
I’ve written some of my 
better songs about the ups 
and downs of relationships. 

... I’ve thought about, you 
know, what am I going to do 
two years from now?... But I 


imagine that we’ll have some 
ups and downs too, so I’ll tell 
those stories, too. 

You’re a supporter of President 
Barack Obama, but covered 
several anti-war songs from 
the 1960 s and 1970 s on the 
2010 album you created with 
The Roots called Wake Up! Are 
you worried about U.S. military 
intervention in Syria? 

I am not anti-war in general. I 
am just anti-wars that I think 
are not a good idea. I didn’t 
think the Iraq war was a good 
idea.... I do understand the 
impulse to want to punish 
countries for using chemical 
weapons. I do understand the 
humanitarian impulse when 
you see 100,000 people getting 
slaughtered... but we have to 
be veiy cautious about getting 
into another long conflict in 
the Middle East.... We know 
that al-Qaida’s infiltrated the 
rebel forces in Syria. We know 
that either way, no matter 
who wins, there are significant 
groups within each side that 
might not be pro-America. 

So I think it’s a veiy difficult 
decision to involve ourselves 
militarily in Syria.

The Orenda. Author 
says that latest work of 
fiction is the book he 
was ‘meant to write' 


Acclaimed author Joseph Boy- 
den says his highly anticipat¬ 
ed new novel, The Orenda, 
closes a chapter on a goal he’s 
had his entire life. 

On sale now, the story is 
an arresting fictional look at 
the sometimes brutal con¬ 
flict between the Jesuits, 
the Huron-Wendat Nation 
and the Iroquois in the 
New World of the mid- 
1600s. 

It’s a rich period 
of history Boyden — 
who has Irish, Scot¬ 
tish and Metis roots 
— has been fascin¬ 
ated with since 
child-

as a student at Toronto’s 
Jesuit-run Brebeuf Col¬ 
lege School. 

Boyden also spent 
his childhood sum¬ 
mers on Beckwith 
Island in Ontario’s 
picturesque Geor¬ 
gian Bay area. 
Beckwith over¬ 
looks Christian 
Island, where 
Hurons fled 
with Jesuit mis¬ 
sionaries dur¬ 
ing battle with 
the Iroquois. 

“I think it’s 
one of a num¬ 
ber of books I’ve 
wanted to write all 
my life,” he said in 
a recent telephone 
interview. “But 
certainly 
it’s one 
that I’ve 
thought 



about all of my life and want¬ 
ed to write and had to wait 
until it was the right time to 
do it.” 

That time came after Boy¬ 
den’s novel Through Black 
Spruce won the 2008 Sco- 
tiabanlc Giller Prize just two 
years after his debut effort, 
Three Day Road, landed the 
Rogers Writers’ Trust Fiction 
Prize and was shortlisted for 
a Governor General’s Award. 
Both novels also explore ab¬ 
original themes. 

Boyden was of course 
thrilled to win the Giller, but 
he admits he became “de¬ 
pressed” after coming down 
from the high and feeling 
pressure to begin another 
project. 

It took him two and a 
half years to write the first 
50 pages of The Orenda, but 
then “the floodgates opened” 
and he went on to craft a 
nearly 500-page epic tale 
he feels is his “most accom¬ 
plished novel.” 

“It’s the first time I feel 
like I’ve matured finally as 
a writer,” he said from New 
Orleans, where he lives when 
he’s not in northern Ontario. 
“I’m not worried about the re¬ 
views; I’m not worried about 
any of it, because I really feel 
in my heart that this is the 
book I was meant to write, 
and it’s a strong book. 

“My wife, Amanda, who is 
my best editor, she thinks the 
same thing, so that makes me 


feel good as well.” 

The Orenda, which means 
“the soul” or “life force,” de¬ 
tails the first contact in Can¬ 
ada between Europe and ab¬ 
original people through three 
main characters. 

There’s Christophe, a 
French Jesuit missionaiy de¬ 
termined to spread his reli¬ 
gion to local tribes who call 
him “Crow” in reference to 
his flowing robe. 

Bird is the calculating 
Huron warrior leader whose 
wife and children died at the 
hands of the rival Iroquois. 

And Snow Falls is the 
young and spiritually gifted 
Iroquois girl Bird kidnapped 
along with Christophe in an 
act of revenge against the 
Haudenosaunee. 

As the grieving Bird tries 
to take Snow Falls in as 
his own daughter, she and 
Christophe integrate them¬ 
selves into the Huron vil¬ 
lage that’s part of five sep¬ 
arate but unified nations on 
Wendalce land that Samuel 
de Champlain wants to con¬ 
quer. 

The Hurons are key 
traders, but their fortunes 
begin to fall when drought 
and illness arrive along with 
the threat of war from the 
Iroquois. Meanwhile, Chris- 
tophe begins to gain power as 
more of his missionaries ar¬ 
rive and help him set up their 
own village.

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Tough rules 
are safeguard 



Qualifying for a mortgage in 
Canada is harder than it was 
pre-financial crises due to 
stricter lending rules aimed 
at cooling down Canada’s red- 
hot real estate market and 
reining in dangerously high 
personal debt levels amongst 
Canadians. 

Today, Canada Mortgage 
and Housing Corporation 
(CMHC) insurance is required 
on homes with down pay¬ 
ments of 20 per cent or less 
and the maximum amortiza¬ 
tion period is 25 years. But if 


a homebuyer wishes to put 
down more than 20 per cent, 
some lenders may accept an 
amortization period of more 
than 30 years. 

Whether you are employed 
or self-employed, you will need 
to produce proof of a stable in¬ 
come. Lenders may request a 
letter to confirm employment 
income, to review pay stubs or 
to see your latest tax notice of 
assessment, a document that 
shows your income and wheth¬ 
er any taxes are owing. 

Your credit history is an¬ 
other key factor — if it’s not in 
tip-top shape, it’s unlikely you 
will qualify. 

Most lenders require that 
you put a minimum of five per 
cent down from your own re¬ 



sources or by way of a gift from 
an immediate relative. This is 
in addition to the closing costs 
for the transaction, which can 
be upwards of four per cent of 
the value of the home. 

To determine what you can 
afford, lenders calculate your 


gross debt-service ratio (GDS), 
which can’t be more than 32 
per cent of your gross month¬ 
ly income. It is comprised 
of your mortgage payment, 
plus house insurance, plus 
property tax, plus heat bill. If 
you have a condo, you must 


include half of the monthly 
condo fee. 

Your total debt-service ratio 
(TDS), can’t be more than 40 
per cent of your gross income, 
and is comprised of your 
GDS plus other monthly debt 
obligations (credit card pay¬ 


ments, line of credit payments, 
vehicle loans, etc.). 

Though Canada’s lending 
rules may seem tough, they 
help protect homebuyers from 
overextending themselves and 
help Canadians build a strong¬ 
er bottom line.

Don't qualify? There are 
ways to get your mortgage 


You have met with your fi¬ 
nancial adviser and they have 
informed you that you might 
not qualify for a mortgage. 
Don’t fret. 

Here is what you can do 
about it. 

Bad credit: Before you 
enter into the application 
process, review your credit 
report. You can order your 
free credit report online or 
by mail through Equifax 
Canada Inc. (equifax.ca) or 
TransUnion Canada Inc. (tran- 
sunion.ca). 

If you have been late on 
payments, missed payments, 
not repaid a loan, or have de¬ 
clared bankruptcy, you will 
have to demonstrate finan¬ 
cial responsibility. Make your 
payments on time, don’t miss 
payments and don’t ignore 
your debts. If you are strug¬ 
gling with keeping up, see a 
credit counsellor. 

Too much debt: A large 
chunk of what the bank be¬ 
lieves you can afford is based 
on the credit that is avail¬ 
able to you. In isolation, a 
person with $10,000 of avail¬ 
able credit is less of a risk 
than someone with $20,000 
in available credit. So can-

loans. Next, focus on paying 
down consumer loan balan¬ 
ces quickly.

Low income: If the bank 
tells you that you can’t afford 
a particular mortgage amount 
because of your income, it’s 
for good reason; you won’t be 
able to afford the payments.

save more prior to making 
their purchase, and ensure 
their personal debt levels are 
kept in check, ultimately pro¬ 
tecting the broader Canadian 
economy from the perils of lax 
lending practices as seen in re¬ 
cent global financial crises. 

Besides federal Finance 
Minister Jim Flaherty giving 
the banking industiy a pol¬ 
itical nudge, fixed mortgage 


rates are rising due to the fact 
that they are closely tied to in¬ 
vestor demand for government 
bonds, which has been on the 
rise. 

One of the key implica¬ 
tions of rising fixed mortgage 
rates is that it will be harder 
to qualify for a mortgage. This 
is because all mortgage appli¬ 
cants must now qualify under 
the posted five-year fixed 


mortgage rate, regardless of 
whether they select that type 
of mortgage or not. 

Before you hang your head 
in frustration and give up on 
your search for a new home, 
rest assured, fixed mortgage 
rates are still highly attract¬ 
ive compared to historical 
standards. But you may need 
to save more for your down 
payment or reduce your debt

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Courses. Cabot Links rises to dramatic heights

In a part of the world that has 
become saturated with spec¬ 
tacular new golf courses in re¬ 
cent years, it’s getting harder 
and harder to stand out. 

And, yet, Cabot Links has 
succeeded in doing exactly 
that. The new course that 
skirts the Northumberland 


coast of Inverness in Cape Bre¬ 
ton has garnered more than 
its share of media attention 
since it opened last year. It was 
recently rated 82nd on Golf 
Magazine’s list of the 100 best 
golf courses in the world, the 
only Canadian course to make 
the list. Now the government 
of Nova Scotia has chipped in 
a tidy $8.25-million loan to 
build a second course on the 
site. The new Ben Crenshaw- 


designed course will be called 
Cabot Cliffs. 

It’s not hard to see why 
Cabot Links has risen to such 
dramatic heights in less than 
two years of operation. The 
course that began develop¬ 
ment more than a decade ago 
as part of a plan to revitalize 
the economic fortunes of the 
Inverness area of Cape Breton 
has taken full advantage of an 
impressive venue. 


Much of the course was 
built along the site of an old 
coal mine abandoned since 
the 1950s, which was once 
the economic engine of the 
area. It’s a links course in the 
true Scottish sense, running 
along the sand dunes of the 
Northumberland shore with 
all holes offering a view of the 
water. 

Cabot Links is the latest in 
a spate of new courses across 


the Maritimes that have raised 
the bar and turned the region 
into something of a golfing 
mecca in recent years — from 
Fox Harb’r, the Northumber¬ 
land shore masterpiece com¬ 
plete with its own airstrip and 
super yacht marina that was 
the brainchild of Tim Hortons 
magnate Ron Joyce, to Prince 
Edward Island’s Crowbush 
Cove that raised the bar on 
golf in that province.

Thompson’s legacy still shines 



The Pines starts off easy 
enough — a wide first fair¬ 
way, playable and forgiving, 
that leads to a second hole 
that is one of the prettiest par 
3s on the East Coast. Gradual¬ 
ly, almost imperceptibly, the 
course devolves into a chal¬ 
lenging procession of traps, 
doglegs and deceivingly dif¬ 
ficult greens. 

It’s exactly the way Stan¬ 
ley Thompson planned it. 

Thompson, who designed 
The Pines Golf Course in Dig- 
by in 1929, had a simple de¬ 
sign philosophy. Golf courses 
should start off easy and get 
progressively harder so play¬ 
ers don’t get bogged down 
and hold up play. The Pines 
remains one of the finest ex¬ 
amples of that philosophy. 

In the world of golf course 
design, Thompson’s name is 
legendaiy — the most famous 
and successful course de¬ 
signer Canada produced. By 
the time he retired in 1952, 
Thompson had left his mark 
on every corner of the golfing 
community in this country, 
designing 144 courses across 
Canada, as well as layouts 
in the United States, Brazil, 
Jamaica, and Columbia. Dur¬ 
ing his long career he created 
eight of the Maritimes’ most 


iconic and venerable courses, 
including Highland Links in 
Cape Breton, Green Gables in 
P.E.I., Ashburn in Halifax, and 
Fundy in New Brunswick. 

There has been a drive 
to revive Thompson’s art in 
recent years, with some of 
his courses going so far as to 
renovate and landscape their 
fairways and greens back to 
the state in which the archi¬ 
tect originally left them. 

Highland Links is the best 
example of that revival. The 
popular Thompson course at 


the edge of the Cape Breton 
Highlands underwent an ex¬ 
tensive redesign a few years 
ago to bring it back to Thomp¬ 
son’s original 1938 blueprint. 
The two-year restoration was 
completed by Graham Cooke, 
a legendaiy designer in his 
own right. A new irrigation 
system was installed while 
bunkers and other original 
Thompson features that had 
been covered over the years 
were brought back to their 
original state. 

When it was complete, 


Thomas McBroom, another 
distinguished course archi¬ 
tect and designer of nearby 
Bell Bay, hailed Highland 
Links as “a better course than 
Pebble Beach.” 

Today, Highland Links re¬ 
flects the cultural heritage 
of Cape Breton as well as its 
beauty. It’s based on a trad¬ 
itional Scottish layout — out 
for nine holes, then back 
for nine — rather than the 
more conventional layout of 
returning to the clubhouse 
after the first nine, tom mason

“A powerful site.” That’s how 
Graham Cooke describes the 
Glen Arbour Golf Course. 

“It’s a large vista course 
that winds through a large 
forested property,” he said. 
“Each hole is a unique experi¬ 
ence.” 

As one of Canada’s pre¬ 
mier golf course designers, as 
well as a top-ranked amateur 
golfer, Cooke was excited 


with the chance to design his 
impressive showpiece course 
in Hammonds Plains. 

“There aren’t many oppor¬ 
tunities to create a golf course 
in this kind of a setting.” 

Glen Arbour is unique in 
many ways. As the province’s 
first integrated golf and resi¬ 
dential community, the de¬ 
velopment combines a tour¬ 
nament-level 18-hole course, 
an executive nine-hole par 
3 course and a residential 
neighbourhood — the perfect 
retreat for families who love 
the game of golf. 

Glen Arbour’s main course 
offers a degree of difficulty 
that Cooke offset with a var¬ 
iety of tee placements. 

“There are a lot of strong 
grades, ravines and inlets that 
the golfer is forced to play 


across. We needed to put a lot 
of tees in to make it as play¬ 
able as possible for everyone.” 

In addition to the two 
courses, Glen Arbour features 
a large clubhouse with a pro 
shop and room for winter 
clinics, meetings and social 
functions. It’s also home to 
RCR’s Grill at Glen Arbour. 
The clubhouse sits just 150 
feet from one of the course’s 
three large lakes. 

Cooke tried to make his 
design as sensitive as pos¬ 
sible to the environment of 
the area, even to the point of 
consulting with the Audubon 
Society. “We’ve tried to be in 
sync with nature. In fact, a 
golf course of this type usu¬ 
ally increases habitat divers¬ 
ification in the area by open¬ 
ing up land.”

As a rule, Dominique Ducha- 
nne doesn’t talk to his players 
about statistics. 

But now that his former 
top line of Nathan MacKinnon, 
Jonathan Drouin and Martin 
Frlc have moved on, the Hali¬ 
fax Mooseheads head coach 
knows there’s one particular 
stat fans of the club are inter¬ 
ested in: goal scoring. 

Specifically, where the 
goals will come from.
